Sheffield for the study of metallur- 
gical problems, ‘and further visits 
are being arranged.” 

“The report describes: experiments 
undertaken at the suggestion of an 
eminent Sheffield metallurgist to 
explain the peculiar behaviour of 
tungsten permanent magnet steels, 
one of the newer steels now dcing 
used largely In industry. In manu- 
facture these steels are, of course, 
heat treated. It is known that 
when heated to 900 deg. C. the 
steels lose theip. magnetism and are 
spoiled, but. they recover’ it when 
further heated to 1,250 deg. C. The 
problem was to find out why.

‘EXECUTION BY POISON GAS. 


Carson City (Nevada). 


A “humane” execution by 
means of poison gas was wit- 
nessed by eighty people peering 
through glass windows into a 
Tenmedeelly sealed Jethal cham- 
er. 

They saw a murderer, ssmaiting 
and grimacing, in an effort to 
hold his breath and live as ‘long 
as possible, and it was not until 
14min. 5sec. after the poison gas 
had been reléased that the two 
physicians pronounced the man 
dead. 4

Cejas, a Mexican, aged 27, who 
had been found guilty of killing 
a Chinese, Charlie Fong, in-.a 
quarrel over a red-haired girl,

“EUROPE’S: LARGEST 
DOCK. 


The Dry Dock at 
Bremerhaven: -: 


To meet the growing demands of 
the trans-Atlantic passage service 
and to ensure as farge a share 
‘therein as possible, the European 
ports have recently extended very: 
considerably their harbour facili- 
ties. “In London the Tilbury Docks 
have been enlarged by the addition 
of a floating quay. Southampton 
has been occupied for about two 
years .in extending its harbour ac- 
commodation. At Cherbourg, where 
up to the present, big steamers had 
to anchor in the roads and to land 
passengers by means of tenders. 


‘France is constructing a quay. 600 


metres in length. Le Havre, the 
second seaport in France,’ haa de- 
yeloped and improved its two pro- 
war passenger quays and has add- 
ed n new one. 

Despite all her difficulties, ‘Ger- 
many has not lagged. bohind. 
Bremerhaven, above all, haé be- 
ports for passenger traffic: To ac-, 
commodate the requirements of 


North German . Lioyd’s 
steamers, the Bremen and the 
Europa, Bremerhaven ‘has con- 


atructed, in recent years, a vast 
amount of modern harbour accom- 
The Colombus Quay, 
with its 1,000-metres frontage and 
its: “Seaboard Railway Station” has 
proved itself able to turn round big 
passenger lines without the 
slightest friction. .The Nordsch- 
leuse (north lock), which also per- 
mits the. largest vessels to enter 
the inner hurbour, ut shortly be 
completed. 


. World’s Largest Steamers, 


In connectfon with the building 
of the Nordachleuse, Dock H-—the 
Amerika Dock—-has been given a 
length of 335 metres. This new 
dry dock is not only able to accom- 
modate veasels of the Bremen and 
Europe type for the. requisite 
periodical overhaul; it will do the 
same for the. steamers of far larger 
dimensions Which may be anti- 
cipated at a future date. The 
Europa and Bremen, with their 
length ‘of 286 metres, are the 
largest passenger steamers in 
jexiatence: the Bremerhaven dry 
dock, with its 885'm. is second 
‘only to the naval dock at ‘Boston 
(U.S.A.) and suitable for vessels of 
much larger dimensions. It can 
accommodate steamers of 175,000 
G.R.T. The largest hitherto built, 
the Bismarck, now _ re-christened 
Majestic, has a G.R.T. of- 56,600. 
The Bremerhaven Dock is about to 
start working. Recourse to modern 
methods of construction (dry pro- 
cesses achieved by means of special 
pumping plant) enabled the dock 
to be built in 10 months. 


According to Sir Alexander Gibb, 
the noted British authority on har- 
bours, the Port of Montreal has the 
most efficient grain-handling facili- 
ties of any port in the world. . The 
port’s record in grain-handling is 
4,000,000 bushels in 24 hours. ©

The company under Mr. David 
Mucbrayne was-taken over in 1928 
by the present owners, the Coast 
Lines, .Ltd., and L.M.S. Rly. Co. 
Since then an extensive building 
programme’ has been undertaken. 
Diesel ships are now replacing the 
old paddle-veterans, the relative per-, 
formances of which are of interest. 
Thus the old Iona, with paddles and 
Haystack boilers, and with a horse- 
power of 1,620, carries 1,400 pas- 
sengers and - can atill achieve .the’ 
high speed of 17 knots.
